ted Uu Saturday week, that the Govern- 
ment of'the United States had'assumed, 
these claims, in gooiMhith, in a treaty with 
France,-ami were liable for them, to the re- 
spective claimants • and although bur Gov- 
ernment voluntarily ina'tje herself the debt- 
or to hoi- citixcna, nearly half a century 
ago, ehe.has not yet paid a single cent oh 
those'claims. "Repent-:!! cfibrts have been 
marie m Congress, to pass acts for their li- 
quidation, but, in'jhiuiy instances, they have 
been defeated. 
Twenty-five different bills 


have been presented to Congress, and the 
committees to whom they were referred, 
reported.in favor of 'ticcnly-heo of them, at 
<}itlerent limes, During the time the Hon. 
Rufus Chonte. of Massachusetts, was in 
the Semite, a bill providing for the imme- 
(Hate ])ayinent of these claims, passed that 
body, through his instrumentality, but was 
defeated in the House of Representatives. 
And a 'similar bill is now before the Senate, 
on which no action lias yet been had. 


Many of the original evidences of these 


claims were sent to France, during revolu- 
tionary times, at an early period,Tind soon 
after tlie destruction of thc.propcrly, by tlie 
French cruisers,—and .were lost. Others 
were deposited in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and were consumed at the time that 
building was destroyed by fire. But many 
of them are yet in existence, and are held, 
either,by the original guflerers, or by theii- 
lieirs; and it is un act of justice which our 
Oovermnent owes these individuals, to pay 
these claims, without further delay. Most 
of the original claimants have long since 
pasRed to the reposn of the grave, without 
their jusl dues; and eome few are still liv- 
ing, ,«s monuments of the great injustice of
